Saudi's 'Barbie' princess 
makes shock UK asylum 
bid 


LONDON (AFP) - A Saudi 
princess, the granddaughter of 
the nation's founder, is seeking 
asylum in Britain over fears 
she could be persecuted by 
members of her family at 
home, the Sunday Telegraph 
reported. 

Princess Sara bint Talal bin 
Abdulaziz A1 Saud, also 
known as the "Barbie" princess 
due to her pampered upbring¬ 
ing, said she had also applied 
to Britain's Home Office for 
political asylum for her four 
daughters, according to the re¬ 
port. 

The ministry said it would 
not comment on individual 
cases. 

"With deep regret, and as I 
have been left with no other 
choice, I have written to the 
UK Home Office to indicate 
that I, and my children, wish to 
be granted political asylum," 
she said in a statement. 


"My reputation has been 
besmirched in the media by a 
baseless and malicious smear 
campaign. For years I have en¬ 
dured all this in silence, while 
trying to resolve my situation 
with dignity through the nor¬ 
mal channels, without fanfare 
or publicity." 

The divorced princess cur¬ 
rently lives in London after 
moving to Britain in 2007 fol¬ 
lowing a falling-out with her 
80-year-old father prince Talal 
bin Abdul-Aziz A1 Saud. 

It is the first time such a 
claim has been made by a sen¬ 
ior member of the ruling fa¬ 
mily. The princess’ passport 
expired two years after arriv¬ 
ing in Britain, and she is now 
facing deportation as her visa 
has also run out. 

Britain has to decide if her 
claims are valid and risk spark¬ 
ing a diplomatic spat by ac¬ 
cepting her request.

By any standard Aruba’s ap¬ 
parent efforts to go green is 
very commendable. Much has 
been done in terms of the pub¬ 
licity of our green vision and 
noble intentions. I think, it is 
safe to say that the entire world 
is aware of Aruba’s vision and 
intentions. Every world leader 
knows that Aruba is intent on 
creating a so-called green cor¬ 
ridor and on significantly re¬ 
ducing our dependence on 
fossil fuels. However, what the 
world does not know is that we 
are far from crystallizing that 
vision, from taking those in¬ 
evitable concrete steps to make 
a green Aruba a reality. 

In my humble view, bring¬ 
ing TNO to Aruba may be an 
excellent step in the right di¬ 
rection, but it is not one of the 
inevitable concrete steps nee¬ 
ded to realize the vision of a 
green island. Setting up solar 
panels on the beautifully reno¬ 
vated homes in San Nicolas is 
an excellent step in helping to 
reduce the electric bills of 
some of the people who most 
need that kind of helping hand. 
But, again, in my view, that is 
not one of the inevitable con¬ 
crete steps needed to create a 
green Aruba. Nor is the estab¬ 
lishment of a solar park on the 
parking lot of the Airport! 

I. Basis: Master Plan 

My research and extensive 
information on the subject 
matter convinces me that in 
order for Aruba to in fact and 
in reality go green, Aruba must 
first and foremost, after exten¬ 
sive research and consultation 
with true experts not interested 
in making a buck, design an 
elaborate, complete and tho¬ 
rough MASTER Plan for a 


Green Aruba! Such a Master 
Plan must include every con¬ 
ceivable aspect relative to al¬ 
ternative energy: where we are 
today with respect to WEB 
N.V.’s operations, indebted¬ 
ness, potential for alternative 
energy expansion and/or ab¬ 
sorption, its manpower pool 
and future investment portfo¬ 
lio, and its current philosophy 
relative to alternative energy 
and fossil fuel management, 
what are the power needs of 
Aruba today, tomorrow and 
into the future, best practice 
scenario for alternative energy 
sources and applications, etc., 
etc. This Master Plan must do 
the very same for ELMAR 
N.V. 

The most cardinal question 
that must be addressed relative 
to ELMAR is “after alternative 
energy what will be the way 
forward for ELMAR N.V.?” A 
Master Plan will delineate the 
answers to that question. 

A Master Plan for a Green 
Aruba is the only foundation 
upon which the island can go 
forward intelligently and cost- 
effectively. Unquestionably, 
without such a plan, we are 
only spinning our tops in mud 
and will blunder, falter and 
cause financial havoc in the 
long run. We cannot help but 
compare the process with that 
of building a nice home. 

Without an architect’s de¬ 
tailed blueprint in which every 
beam, joist and supporting 
wall is meticulously measured 
for exact size and carrying ca¬ 
pacity and a solid foundation is 
poured to pre-determined di¬ 
mensions, you cannot build a 
sustainable house. 

Likewise, we need first and 
foremost to sit down and draft 


that Master Plan - that set of 
blueprints for a green Aruba. 
That Master Plan must contain 
all the necessary legislation, 
and I can imagine that this kind 
of endeavor would require a 
great deal of laws to make it 
work. These laws cannot be 
created as we go along, as ap¬ 
pears to be the case right now. 
For the best kind of synergy 
those laws must be carefully 
designed as a composite and 
all-encompassing coverage of 
every aspect of every angle of 
the process, from idea to im¬ 
plementation to fruition. 

II. Best Practice: Curacao: 

We can take example from 
our sister island, Curacao. 
They have created an interes¬ 
ting slogan...”We don’t talk 
green...we do green.” While 
we are not acting on Aruba, we 
are steadily falling behind. 

The only green we have 
thus far is the Wind Park at 
Vader Piet with a delivery of a 
mere 12% of electricity. By 
failing to have a Master Plan in 
which ELMAR N.V. is given a 
mandate to propose and/or ad¬ 
vice on legislation to formally 
regulate the installation of 
solar panels, the government 
has the fiat to create their own 
philosophy and management 
against solar energy. And, as a 
result, ELMAR has no choice 
but to follow suit and concur 
with the government! It is sim¬ 
ply unexplainable that for an 
island with the very best pro¬ 
duction of free sun for 11 
hours per day 7 days per week 
for almost 365 days per year 
that there are practically no 
solar panel installations any¬ 
where!

And, what’s more, we are cur¬ 
rently defending, tooth and 
nail, the project for placing 
more wind turbines and not 
solar panels. The focus appears 
to be on the wind and not the 
sun despite all the already re¬ 
searched and declared adverse 
effects for wind turbines. 

In Curacao they already 
have practical legislation in 
place, also for the business 
world. This obviously will con¬ 
tribute to Curacao becoming 
greener much sooner and will 
boost their economy. Appar¬ 
ently, WEB N.V. does not want 
a second wind park, but has no 
choice but to follow the gov¬ 
ernment’s lead. Urirama is es¬ 
timated to cost Aruba 
somewhere close to $140 mil¬ 
lion dollars for 10% extra wind 
energy. Vader Piet is currently 
producing 12% of the energy 
needed. WEB may refuse 25% 
of the Urirama energy if this is 
not in balance with their energy 
balance. If this is the case, then 
we are looking at an energy 
production of no more than 
10% from Urirama. Together 
with Vader Piet we can think of 
a maximum of 22% and not 
40% as is being promoted. This 
will then translate into almost 
no reduction at WEB of the 
Co2 output! At the moment 
Curacao is way ahead of Aruba 
and by December they will 
jump ahead another 20%. 

III. before Petro China or 
Whoever: 

To my surprise, what no¬ 
body is talking about is what I 
perceive to be a major irony. 

We are working diligently to 
introduce alternative energy and 
to make Aruba a green island 
without giving any considera¬ 
tion to the oil refinery. The oil 
refinery as it stands today is 
miles away from any semblance 
of green. The dreadfully harm¬ 
ful emissions from the oil refin¬ 
ery permeate the atmosphere 
practically on a daily basis cov¬ 
ering almost the entire San 
Nicolas airspace kietenbos area 
where some of the smoke heads 
out to sea. In none of the discus¬ 
sions regarding the sale/take¬ 
over/ of Valero have I heard any 
discussion regarding remedying 
the pollution factor of the refin¬ 
ery. Hence, in one breath we are 
about to doll out more millions 
of dollars than have already 
been spent on wind turbines and 
on creating a green corridor all 
in an effort to reduce Co2 and to 
create a healthy clean environ¬ 
ment for our citizens. And, on 
the other hand, we are working 
overtime to save the ever pollut¬ 
ing refinery. 

Please don’t misunderstand 
me, and don’t accuse me of not 
wanting to save Valero. Ab¬ 
solutely not, I too want to save 


those many jobs of fellow citi¬ 
zens who depend on Valero for 
their livelihood. I also recog¬ 
nize that we cannot blame 
Valero for operating as they 
do. They are operating within 
the confines of the complete 
absence of environmental le¬ 
gislation. Save Valero by all 
means, but at the same, begin 
now to enact strict legislation 
to protect the environment and 
include this in your delibera¬ 
tions and bargaining for the 
next operator of Valero. The 
vision for a green Aruba must 
be consistent and all-inclusive, 
if not we are completely “ver- 
keerd bezig” as we say in 
Dutch, meaning, truly acting 
inappropriately. 

IV. Beseeching Reconsidera¬ 
tion: 

As we review the concrete 
reasons for not proceeding 
with a second wind park at 
Urirama, the reasons begin to 
stack up high. In a nutshell 
here they are: 

1. In the absence of an 
Energy Master Plan for Aruba 
it simply cannot be justified 

2. In the absence of a vi¬ 
able, independent, objective, 
professional evaluation of the 
health implications of wind 
turbines in a populated area, 
makes it irresponsible to pro¬ 


ceed 

3. To simply ignore the 
peaceful, objective and well- 
founded objection of the peo¬ 
ple is non-democratic, legally 
risky and dumb founded of in¬ 
telligent leaders 

4. To ignore the myriad 
of advice and counsel from 
Dutch and American expertise 
is simply irresponsible 

5. The inability to truly 
justify the exuberant financial 
cost of such a product against 
what it will produce (10%) 
does not warrant continuing 
with it at any location 

6. To press forward with 
the project, as if unwitting, in 
the face of the high risk of 
jeopardizing our indispensable 
tourism industry is downright 
stupidity 

7. To ignore the historic, 
spiritual implications, scenic 
value and environmental con¬ 
sequences of building un¬ 
sightly noise producing towers 
in such an area is totally irre¬ 
sponsible. 

Hence, I can conclude that 
the Aruban community, cer¬ 
tainly those in the know who 
are not politically motivated or 
have political agendas and 
who only want to very best for 
the island, hereby beseeches 
the decision makers to seri¬ 
ously weigh all the evidence 
carefully and objectively and 
to concur that a wind turbines 
park at Urirama appears to not 
be a good idea for Aruba. We 
want alternative energy, by all 
means, but it must not be at the 
expense of everything we 
deem precious on Aruba!

Royal decorations are at¬ 
tended to in Holland by the or¬ 
ganization, “Nederlandse 
Kapittel voor de Civiele 
Orden.” Anyone or organiza¬ 
tion who knows someone 
whom they consider deserves 
a royal decoration can submit 
a proposition. Said proposition 
must be submitted by means of 
the Decoratie Commissie 
Aruba and must be submitted 
in a sealed envelope to the Bu¬ 


reau of the Prime Minister of 
Aruba to the attention of the 
Decoratie Commissie Aruba, 
Bestuurskantoor, L.G. Smith 
Boulevard 76, Oranjestad, 
Aruba. 

The last day to submit the 
proposition for a royal decora¬ 
tion for the year 2013 is 
Wednesday August 22, 2012. 
To make the proposition, two 
special forms are required to 
be filled out. These forms can 
be picked up at the counter of 
the entrance of City Hall in 
Oranjestad or from one of the 
members of the Decoratie 
Commissie Aruba. The forms 
are also available online by re¬ 
questing same at: deco- 
ratieciearuba@gmail.com. 

The forms must be com¬ 
pletely filled out in detail, and 
every instance mentioned must 
sign the proposition with an 
original signature. 

Points to bear in mind when 
filling out a proposition: 

1. Fill out both forms com¬ 
pletely and in detail 

2. Remember to describe 
separately and in detail every 
job/special activity that the 
person as engaged in and the 
exact dates during the time of 
their involvement 

3. If the activity in which 
the person was engaged was

part of an organization, de¬ 
scribe the organization, its mis¬ 
sion and goal, its value for 
Aruba, its size, etc, and which 
function the person occupied 
in the organization. 

4. Indicate how much time 
the person dedicates to the ac¬ 
tivity in question (hours per 
week, per month, per year) 

5. Explain in full detail the 
special activity in which the 
person is involved, considering 
whether it is an individual ac¬ 
tivity or collective, the level of 
responsibility and professio¬ 
nalism of the person, the influ¬ 
ence and value that it has for 
the local Aruban community 


and internationally, the good 
example of the performance of 
the person to others. 

1. Mention must be 
made of any payment the per¬ 
son may have received for 
work done and how much 
compensation was received. 

2. mention must be 
made of all additional informa¬ 
tion considered relevant to 
show that the person in ques¬ 
tion is worthy of the royal dis¬ 
tinction 

3. In the event the per¬ 
son in question is employed, 
the employer must submit a 
declaration mentioning that 
they have no objection for the 
person to receive the distinc¬ 
tion. The declaration must in¬ 
dicate the name, address and 
telephone number of the em¬ 
ployer should the members of 
the Commission would like to 
contact the employer. 

4. Of crucial importance 
is how strongly the proposition 
is motivated to convince the 
Commission that the person in 
question indeed is worthy of 
the distinction. Motivating 
your proposal of the person in 
question can be done by filling 
out the “Toelichting” section 
of the form where mention is 
made of “Activity.” This infor¬ 
mation may also be filled out 


on a separate paper mentioning 
the name of the activity it re¬ 
lates to. 

5. To be able to measure 
the merits of the person being 
proposed for a royal decora¬ 
tion, it is of utmost importance 
to provide all relevant informa¬ 
tion requested and to mention 
all dates and information that 
would confirm or authenticate 
the work of the person in ques¬ 
tion. 

Please note that incomplete 
propositions or those submit¬ 
ted late will not be attended to. 

The “Nederlandse Kapittel 
voor de Civiele Orden” will 
only handle completely filled 
out forms and those submitted 
on time. The Aruba Decoration 
Committee is always pleased 
when a number of our citizens 
are propositioned for the royal 
distinction to be bestowed on 
them each year during Queen’s 
Birthday celebrations. Again 
this year 2013 they expect to 
receive many propositions for 
many worthy Aruban citizens.

Southern Russia reels from floods 

as toll climbs to 171 


The Russian strongman 
compared the force of the 
water — which trapped people 
in their homes at night, ripped 
up pavements and traffic lights 
and flooded rail tracks — to a 
’’tsunami" and said that the top 
investigator would conduct a 
probe to see "who acted how." 

He also quickly moved to 
address speculation that the 
deluge was caused by an emer¬ 
gency opening of sluice gates 
at a local reservoir, with the 
Kremlin issuing a statement 
that Putin had been told it was 
not the cause of the flooding. 

The worst hit area was a dis¬ 
trict around Krymsk, a town of 
around 57,000 where rescue 
teams have found 140 bodies 
including several children, in¬ 
vestigators said. 

Most of the victims were 
pensioners, many caught by 
the floods in their sleep. 

Krymsk is about 200 kilo¬ 
metres (120 miles) northwest 
of the Black Sea resort of 
Sochi where Russia will host 
the 2014 Winter Olympic 
Games. 

Flash floods frequently bat¬ 
ter towns along the pictur¬ 
esque Black Sea coast during 
seasonal rains in the Caucasus 
mountains, but authorities say 
the current disaster is unprece¬ 
dented. 

Officials have been unable 
to explain the massive death 
toll, saying only the floods 
were caused by torrential rains 
over the past few days and 
caught many people unawares. 

The force of the water was 
so ferocious that many resi¬ 
dents said they suspected the 
floods were a man-made dis¬ 
aster caused by a release of 
water at a local reservoir on 
the Neberdzhai River. 

Putin said survivors would 
get new homes while families 
of victims would receive two 
million rubles ($60,800) each. 


Ten injured as gunman 
opens fire at French 
disco 


BETRY (AFP) - An armed 
man opened fire early Sunday 
after being ordered out of a 
nightclub in northern France, 
injuring 10, a week after a sim¬ 
ilar incident in the area 
claimed two lives, officials 
said. 

Special operations police 
arrested the suspect, who had 
fired several rounds with a 
hunting rifle after being asked 
to leave the discotheque in the 
town of Betry near the main 
northern city of Lille, where 
the deadly shooting took place 
last Sunday. 

The man, in his thirties, 
fired at the door, a local offi¬ 
cial, Etienne Stock, told re¬ 
porters, adding that he had had 
earlier brushes with the law. 

The suspect was kicked out 


"after getting into a dispute 
with his brother-in-law over a 
bottle," and then got a gun and 
fired, said Herve Legrand, a 
bouncer at the discotheque Le 
Vamos, speaking in hospital. 

Officials and medical 
sources said the 10 victims 
suffered light injuries. 

The incident came exactly 
a week after a gunman shot 
dead two people at a nightclub 
in Lille, in an apparent revenge 
attack after he was kicked out 
of the establishment. 

A cloakroom attendant and 
a 27-year-old customer were 
killed and another six people 
including the club bouncer 
were injured in that attack. A 
suspect and an accomplice 
were arrested in Spain on Fri¬ 
day. 




KRYMSK (AFP) - Russia on 
Sunday scrambled to deal with 
the aftermath of devastating 
flash floods that killed at least 
171 people and swept away 
homes in the southern 
Krasnodar region's worst nat¬ 
ural disaster in recent history. 


Russian President Vladimir 
Putin demanded that officials 
explain the massive death toll 
and personally inspected the 
worst-hit areas Saturday 
evening, the first major disas¬ 
ter since he came back to the 
Kremlin for a third term in 
May. _ 


PAMPLONA (AFP) -- A huge, fighting bull that broke away 
from the pack caused havoc Sunday at Spain's Pam¬ 
plona bull run, which left two people in hospital. The 640- 
kilogramme (1,430-pound) beast, Navajito, sped ahead of 
a pack of six bulls charging through the northern city, 
where daredevils dressed in white with red neck scarves 
fought for space to escape the horns. Two Spanish men 
were injured in the run: one 29-year-old suffered cuts and 
bruises to his face and a 35-year-old badly bruised his 
back, the regional Navarra government said. At the out¬ 
set, the bulls burst out of the holding pen and thundered 
down Pamplona's narrow, cobbled streets. As the beast 
tried to swerve into one corner, it smashed against run¬ 
ners huddling along the side of the wall. 




MEXICO CITY - Tens of thousands of demonstrators 
marched through Mexico City Saturday against the pres¬ 
idential election win of Enrique Pena Nieto, accusing him 
and his party of widespread vote-buying.

Forecasters: Sunshine ’unlikely* for 
London Olympics 


LONDON (AFP) - Sunny 
weather in London is "very 
unlikely” during the Olympic 
Games which begin later this 
month, forecasters said after 
the wettest June on record in 
Britain. 

Britain's Met Office pre¬ 
dicted slightly better condi¬ 
tions for the month ahead 
than in recent weeks when 
torrential rains triggered se¬ 
vere flooding in parts of the 
country. 

But forecasters said 
"below average sunshine” 
and temperatures are ex¬ 
pected during the London 
2012 Games which run from 
July 27 to August 12. 

"Climatologically this is 
the warmest part of the year, 
but this year a protracted 
spell of hot, sunny weather 


looks very unlikely,” the Met 
Office said in its 30-day out¬ 
look. 

"In fact the inclement 
weather that has charac¬ 
terised June and early July 
will probably still be in evi¬ 
dence, although overall con¬ 
ditions are unlikely to be as 
bad.” 

Very wet conditions in 
southern England were more 
probable than dry ones, the 
Met Office warned, while 
stressing that the outlook for 
rainfall remained "extremely 
uncertain”. 

The forecast comes as 
heavy rains continue to hit 
large swathes of Britain 
where authorities issued 
more than 150 flood alerts 
and warnings yesterday. 

A man in his early 20s was 


killed in Northumberland, in 
northeast England, on Satur¬ 
day after his car crashed on a 
rain-drenched road. 

Meanwhile at the British 
Grand Prix at Silver stone 
25,000 spectators were told 
to go home on Saturday be¬ 
cause of flooded carparks. 

Britain experienced dou¬ 
ble the average amount of 
rainfall last month, making it 
the wettest June since records 
began in 1910, the Met Of¬ 
fice said. The period from 
April to June was also the 
wettest recorded. 

Celebrations for Queen 
Elizabeth II's diamond ju¬ 
bilee were marred by the in¬ 
clement weather in early June 
but millions of Britons turned 
out regardless to mark her 60 
years on the throne.

McCain slams ’shameful’ 
US inaction on Syria 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Se¬ 
nator John McCain yesterday 
accused President Barack 
Obama and his administration 
of leading a "shameful and dis¬ 
graceful” US response to the 
carnage in Syria. 

"The fact is, the United 
States has played no leadership 
role,” the influential senator 
and former Republican presi¬ 
dential candidate told CBS te¬ 
levision, referring to efforts to 
halt the brutal 16-month crack¬ 
down. 

"Now 14,000 people have 
been massacred by Bashar al- 
Assad. The United States of 
America, its performance so 
far has been shameful and dis¬ 
graceful.” 

McCain, a decorated Viet¬ 
nam War veteran and a leading 
voice in Congress on military 
and security matters, has ar¬ 
gued for months that Washing¬ 
ton should deliver weapons to 
aid rebel forces in Syria see¬ 
king to oust Assad. 

Obama has demanded that 
Assad stand down and offered 
logistical support to the oppo¬ 
sition, but his administration - 
- which is seeking to wind 
down a decade of war in 
Afghanistan after ending the 


controversial Iraq mission — 
has ruled out using force in 
Syria. 

International efforts to 
squeeze by isolating Assad and 
seeking sanctions against his 
regime have been frustrated by 
Russian and Chinese opposi¬ 
tion at the UN Security Coun¬ 
cil. 

"It is shameful, the total 
lack of leadership that the 
United States has displayed for 
the last 14 months,” McCain 
said. "The president of the 
United States should be speak¬ 
ing out for the people of 
Syria.” 

McCain renewed his call 
for military aid as former UN 
secretary general Kofi Annan, 
an international envoy on the 
Syria crisis, conceded yester¬ 
day that his efforts so far have 
failed to end nearly 16 months 
of bloodshed. 

"We should get arms to 
them so that we can balance 
the forces,” he said. "It is not a 
fair fight. Russian arms are 
pouring in, Iranians are on the 
ground, and people are being 
massacred, tortured, raped, and 
murdered as a matter of policy 
by Bashar al-Assad.” 


Annan in Syria hoping 
to save peace plan 



DAMASCUS(AFP) - Syria’s 
Deputy Foreign Minister 
Faisal al-Miqdad (R) yesterday 
welcomed UN-Arab League 
envoy Kofi Annan in Damas¬ 
cus. Annan arrived Damascus 
after the international envoy's 
admission that his peace plan 
has so far failed to end nearly 


16 months of carnage in Syria. 

"The Joint Special Envoy 
for Syria, Kofi Annan, arrived 
in Damascus this evening for 
talks with President Bashar Al- 
Assad,” Ahmad Fawzi said of 
Annan's third trip to Syria 
since the outbreak of the con¬ 
flict.

Killer disease in 
Cambodia stumps 
experts 


PHNOM PENH (AFP) - It’s 
not bird flu or SARS, and nor 
does it appear to be conta¬ 
gious, but little more is known 
about a mysterious disease 
that has killed dozens of Cam¬ 
bodian children, some within 
24 hours of being hospitalised. 

Medical experts are scram¬ 
bling to respond to what the 
Cambodian health ministry 
and World Health Organiza¬ 
tion (WHO) have labelled an 
’’undiagnosed syndrome" that 
has claimed the lives of at 
least 56 boys and girls, mostly 
toddlers, since April. 

The WHO has put neigh¬ 
bouring countries on alert 
about the killer disease, that 
starts with a high fever and is 
followed by respiratory and 
neurologic symptoms "with 
rapid deterioration of respira¬ 
tory functions". 

There have been no cases 
reported outside Cambodia so 
far. 

Paediatrician Beat Richner, 
the founder of Kantha Bopha 
children’s hospitals, which see 
around 85 percent of Cambo¬ 
dia's severely ill youngsters 
who make it to treatment, was 
the first to raise the alert over 
the illness. 

The Swiss doctor, who told 
Cambodian health officials 
about the illness last month, 
gave a higher toll than the 


WHO, saying 64 children had 
died from the disease since 
mid-April, while two more 
had recovered. 

"All these children have en¬ 
cephalitis (inflammation of the 
brain) and in the later hours of 
their life they develop a severe 
pneumonia with a destruction 
of the alveoli in the lungs. 
That is the reason they die," he 
said. 

The alveoli, or air sacs, are 
pockets in the lungs where the 
exchange of oxygen and car¬ 
bon dioxide takes place. 

"We think it's either a virus, 
an intoxication, or both," 
Richner said. 

While it is impossible to 
rule out contagion at this early 
stage, Richner said he had yet 
to come across two cases in 
the same family, and no health 
workers appear to have fallen 
ill after caring for the patients. 

Like the WHO and the 
health ministry, Richner's staff 
are racing to find the cause of 
the disease, sending blood and 
tissue samples to the Institut 
Pasteur — a renowned infec¬ 
tious disease research centre. 

Early results from a selec¬ 
tion of those samples show 
some of the children had been 
infected by a lethal strain of 
hand, foot and mouth disease, 
although Richner said more 
analysis was needed. 


Ttansgender romance 
movie a hit in Bangladesh 



DHAKA (AFP) - A film 
about a love affair between a 
transgender person and a 
Hindu boy has become a sur¬ 
prise hit in Bangladesh, with 
distributors saying on Sunday 
that it would now be given a 
general release. 

"CommonGender”, 
Bangladesh's first film deal¬ 
ing with transgender people, 
often known as hijras, opened 
in just six cinemas two weeks 
ago but full houses have en¬ 
couraged cinema owners to 
extend its run and screen it 


nationwide. 

In the movie, Sush- 
mita, a hijra, falls in love 
with a Hindu boy but the 
boy’s parents refuse to 
accept Sushmita, eventu¬ 
ally leading to her sui¬ 
cide. 

Across South Asia, 
hijra communities of 
transvestites, eunuchs 
and asexual people are 
among the most margin¬ 
alised groups in traditionally 
conservative societies. 

Director Noman Robin 
said he made the film after he 
saw a transgender person at¬ 
tacked for using a female toi¬ 
let at a shopping mall. 

"The hijra was beaten in 
front of hundreds of people," 
he said. 

Last October more than 
1,000 hijras rallied in Dhaka 
for a government-sponsored 
demonstration to raise aware¬ 
ness of their rights.

Clinton in plea for rights of Afghan 
women 



TOKYO (AFP) - US Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton made 
a powerful plea Sunday for the 
rights of women in 
Afghanistan, using a global 
forum to insist that they must 
be part of the country's future 
growth. 

"The United States believes 
strongly that no nation can 
achieve peace, stability and 
economic growth if half the 
population is not empowered," 
she told the Tokyo conference 
on Afghanistan. 

Clinton said the way for¬ 
ward "must include fighting 
corruption, improving gover¬ 
nance, strengthening the rule 
of law (and providing) access 
to economic opportunity for 
all Afghans, especially for 
women". 

Top diplomat Clinton was 
addressing a world conference 
aiming to chart a way forward 
for the nation after NATO 
combat troops withdraw in 
2014. 

The talks have already 


raised pledges of $ 16 billion in 
civilian aid for the conflict- 
tom nation over the next four 
years. 

Washington says significant 
progress has been made on 
women's rights since the US- 
led invasion of 2001 toppled 
the Taliban, with the number 
of girls attending schools soar¬ 
ing and more women gaining 
employment. 

According to figures pro¬ 
vided by the US State Depart¬ 
ment, out of the eight million 
students enrolled in schools 
today, nearly 40 percent are 
girls. That contrasts sharply 
with 2002 when there were 
only 900,000 children in 
schools, virtually none of them 
girls. 

The US says there are now 
175,000 teachers in 
Afghanistan, about a third of 
them women, thanks to $316 
million spent on education ini¬ 
tiatives. 

US officials said Clinton 


had raised the issue of 
women's rights with Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai dur¬ 
ing her brief visit to Kabul on 
Saturday, warning that they 
were a litmus test for the coun¬ 
try's progress. 

Many fear the recent gains 
for women are now under 
threat as NATO troops leave 
and Kabul seeks peace with Is¬ 
lamist insurgents. 

In March Karzai endorsed 
an edict by the country's high¬ 
est Islamic authority which 
stated women were worth less 
than men and should avoid 
mixing with men. 

There have also been a 
number of reported mysterious 
incidents of girl students being 
taken to hospitals across 
Afghanistan after falling ill 
from suspected gas attacks or 
water poisoning. 

A senior US official told re¬ 
porters there was a fear that 
women's rights may be at risk, 
and countries at the Tokyo 
conference wanted to ensure 
the final document "was as 
strong as possible on women's 
issues". 

"I certainly think in areas 
where insurgents are, you see 
women's rights being rolled 
back," he said, asking to re¬ 
main anonymous. 

He added that in the closing 
sessions of Sunday's meetings, 
Afghan ministers had said the 
message on women's rights 
"had been heard".

US heat wave eases, 
relief in sight 



WASHINGTON (AFP) — A 
scorching heatwave searing 
the United States was expected 
to begin to ease slightly yester¬ 
day, but authorities warned 
that temperatures will still re¬ 
main high and dangerous 
through most this week. 

The heatwave was responsi¬ 
ble for at least 36 weather-re¬ 
lated deaths in various parts of 
the country, The New York 
Times reported. 

Temperatures as high as 99 
degrees Fahrenheit (37.2 Cel¬ 
sius) were forecast for the 
Washington metropolitan area 
for Sunday, a notch cooler than 
the 105 degrees (40.5 Celsius) 
recorded on Saturday, but still 
very hot and dangerous, espe¬ 
cially for the elderly and peo¬ 
ple with heart conditions. 

However, blistering temper¬ 


atures were expected to cool 
"significantly" by today as a 
cold front pushed south from 
Canada to the central and east¬ 
ern United States, the National 
Weather Service said. 

The breather will likely be 
accompanied by fierce storms, 
forecasters warned, possibly 
spelling disaster for states still 
recovering from a killer band 
of thunderstorms that wreaked 
havoc last week, leaving mil¬ 
lions without air conditioning 
or refrigeration after power 
cuts. 

Meteorologists blame the 
sweltering weather on a huge 
heat dome over large swathes 
of the country. High-pressure 
air in the domes blocks cooling 
winds, setting hot tempera¬ 
tures, higher humidity and 
very little breeze underneath. 


Facebook plans mobile ads 
based on app use: report 



CALIFORNIA (AFP) - Social 
networking giant Facebook 
plans to engage in a new type 
of mobile advertising based on 
the apps used by consumers, 
The Wall Street Journal re¬ 
ported Saturday on its website. 

The social network, which 
has 900 million users, would 
use its Facebook Connect fea¬ 
ture — which lets millions log 
into applications using their 
Facebook ID and password — 
to track consumers’ apps, and 
tailor ads accordingly, it said. 


Facebook — which is 
based in Menlo Park, Califor¬ 
nia — may also attempt to 
track how people use the 
apps, but a final decision has 
not been made, the newspa¬ 
per said, quoting unnamed 
sources familiar with the 
company's plans. 

The plan is likely to stoke 
privacy fears, as the initiative 
would go further than current 
mobile-ad networks, which 
track ads viewed by con¬ 
sumers on their mobile 
phone's web browser, the re¬ 
port said. 

One of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges Facebook must con¬ 
front is its difficulties in 
generating revenues from 
smartphones, with more and 
more users accessing the social 
networks from mobile devices. 

That factor led analysts to 
downgrade their forecasts for 
the group before its stock mar¬ 
ket debut in May, which ended 
up being less than a success. 

At that time, Facebook 
shares were offered at $38. 
Shares closed Friday at 
$31.73.

Nigeria oil 
spill caused 
by sabotage, 
ENIsays 

ROMA (AFP)- Italian oil 
giant ENI said Sunday that 
"an act of sabotage" has 
caused a spill at one of its 
pipelines in Nigeria's Bayelsa 
state, as local leaders con¬ 
demned the company for not 
reacting swiftly. 

Oil theft is a worsening 
problem in Africa's top pro¬ 
ducer, where thieves often 
blast into pipelines in the 
Niger Delta region and then 
siphon off the crude to sell on 
the black market. 

"Due to an act of sabotage 
yesterday night, there has 
been a spill along the flowline 
between Nembe and Obama," 
an ENI spokesman, who did 
not want to be named, told 
AFP in Rome. 

The spill has impacted 
some waterways and farms, 
authorities from the affected 
Nembe kingdom said in a 
statement, which also criti¬ 
cised "multi-nationals" for 
using "delay tactics" after 
spills. 

"They allow the oil spill to 
spread to rivers and man¬ 
grove forests before coming 
for inspection and clean-ups," 
said the statement from Nengi 
James, Chairman of the Oil 
and Gas Committee of 
Nembe Kingdom. 

The UN released a report 
last year saying decades of oil 
spills in Nigeria may require 
the biggest cleanup ever un¬ 
dertaken, with communities 
dependent upon farmers and 
fishermen left ravaged. 

Pipeline sabotage aimed at 
stealing crude has been the 
major cause of recent onland 
spills. 


(AFP) - Taiwan's top smart¬ 
phone maker HTC said net 
profit in the three months to 
June fell 58 percent from a 
year earlier due to slowing 
global demand. 

Net profit in the second 
quarter came in at Tw$7.4 bil¬ 
lion ($247 million), compared 
with Tw$ 17.52 billion a year 
ago but up from Tw$4.46 bil¬ 
lion in the 2012 first quarter, 
the company said. 

Revenue in the period fell 
27 percent to Tw$91.0 billion 
year-on-year, lower than the 


company's forecast of 
Tw$ 105.0 billion although it 
was an increase of 34 percent 
from the first quarter. 

HTC sells its own smart¬ 
phones and also makes hand¬ 
sets for a number of leading 
US companies, including sup¬ 
plying Google's Nexus One. 

The company has recently 
unveiled a new series of smart¬ 
phones as it faces stiff compe¬ 
tition with US technology 
giant Apple and South Korea's 
Samsung.

Italian PM says eurozone ’credibility' 
gap rattled markets 


AIX-EN-PROVENCE (AFP) 
- Italian Prime Minister Mario 
Monti yesterday denounced 
unnamed "northern" EU states 
for taking positions that con¬ 
tributed to spikes in borrowing 
costs for Italy and Spain. 

In an apparent reference to 
Finland and The Netherlands, 
which cast doubt on the con¬ 
clusions of last month's EU 
summit hailed as a watershed 
for the debt crisis, Monti said 
they undermined the euro¬ 
zone's "credibility". 

"The increase in the spreads 
after the EU summit is also due 
to statements that I consider in¬ 
appropriate by authorities of 
northern countries that had the 
effect of undermining the cre¬ 
dibility of the decisions taken 
by the EU summit." 

Finland has said it has no 
intention of footing the bill to 
cover the debts of other euro¬ 
zone countries. 

"Collective responsibility 
for other countries' debt, eco¬ 
nomics and risks; this is not 
what we should be prepared 
for," Finance Minister Jutta 
Urpilainen said in a newspaper 
interview. 

For his part Dutch Central 
Bank president Klaas Knot, a 
member of the European Cen¬

Garcia Marquez was born 
on March 6, 1927 in the 
Colombian Caribbean town of 
Aracataca but has lived in 
Mexico for several decades. 

Weakened by cancer, he did 
not resume writing after his 
latest novel, "Memories of My 


Melancholy Whores," in 
2004. 

This year marks the 30th 
anniversary since Garcia Mar¬ 
quez received the Nobel Prize 
for Literature. "One Hundred 
Years of Solitude" has already 
sold 30 million copies world¬ 
wide. 

"One Hundred Years of 
Solitude" tells the saga of a 
troubled family of Macondo, 
an imaginary village, in the 
19th and 20th centuries. It has 
been translated into 35 lan¬ 
guages but only now is ap¬ 
pearing in a digital edition.

Webber's Red Bull team¬ 
mate and defending double 
world champion Sebastian 
Vettel came home third to en¬ 
sure the champions had two 
men on the podium. 

Webber's win was watched 
by a capacity Silverstone 
crowd of 120,000 spectators 
who had braved torrential rain 
for most of the weekend. 

Alonso's second place en¬ 
abled him to stay on top of the 
drivers' title race with 129 
points ahead of Webber on 
116. 

Felipe Massa finished 
fourth in the second Ferrari 
ahead of his former Ferrari 
team-mate Kimi Raikkonen 
and his Lotus colleague Ro- 
main Grosjean. 

Seven-time world cham¬ 
pion Michael Schumacher of 
Mercedes finished seventh 
ahead of home favourite Lewis 
Hamilton who produced some 
spectacular racing on his way 
to eighth for McLaren. 


Bruno Senna finished ninth 
for Williams and Jenson But¬ 
ton was 10th in the second 
McLaren. 

Alonso made a near-perfect 
start in the rare dry conditions 
when the lights went out. 

Briton Paul di Resta was the 
first victim of the conditions 
and the traffic when, on the 
opening lap, Grosjean collided 
with him. 

Russian Vitaly Petrov had 
also been forced to retire be¬ 
fore the start when his Renault 
engine failed in his Caterham. 

Vettel was the first of the 
leading men to pit after 11 laps 
when he came in from fifth, re¬ 
joining 15 th. 

One lap later, Massa threw 
his Ferrari past Schumacher at 
Stowe in one of many close 
battles before the German pit¬ 
ted and Pastor Maldonado ap¬ 
peared to lose control of his 
car and crash into the Sauber 
of luckless Mexican Sergio 
Perez. 

Both cars spun and the re¬ 
sultant damage left Perez 
forced out of the race while 
Maldonado, frequently in¬ 
volved in collisions with other 
drivers, steered his damaged 
Williams back to the pits.

Brazilian Helio Castroneves, 
who finished sixth, overtook 
Scott Dixon for third in the 
standings, 46 points off the 
lead. Dixon was sidelined early 
on Sunday with an engine 
problem. 

With five races remaining, 
Franchitti's bid for a fourth 
straight IndyCar series title 
was all but over after his 17th- 
placed finish. 

Franchitti, who started from 
pole position, had a fueling 
problem on his first pit-stop 
and never recovered. He's 105 
points off the series lead.

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Federer held and retrieved the 
break before Murray survived 
two break points in the eighth 
game. 

He broke to lead 5-4 as 
Federer netted a forehand hav¬ 
ing had to take evasive action 
to avoid a Murray forehand 
missile. 

The Scot then wrapped up 
the opener — it was the first set 
Murray had won in his three 
Grand Slam finals, with Fed- 
erer's 16 unforced errors to his 
opponent's five proving key. 

Murray saved a break point 
in the second game of the sec¬ 
ond set while Federer, the first 
30-year-old in the final since 
Jimmy Connors in 1984, 
saved two in the fifth. 

The two men served a pair 
of love games as Federer led 
4-3 while Murray wasted two 
break points in the ninth game 
as the six-time champion 
clung on for a 5-4 advantage. 

The Briton again served a 
love game for 5-5. 

But Federer held and sud¬ 
denly carved out a set point 
with a magical drop volley in 
the 12th game which caused 


Murray to push a lob long. 

Another immaculate drop 
volley off his toes gave him 
the set 7-5. 

At 1-1 and 40-0 for Federer 
in the third, heavy rain drove 
the players off court for 40 
minutes and the roof was 
closed. 

In a dramatic sixth game, 
which lasted 20 minutes and 
went to 10 deuces, Murray 
took three tumbles to the 
ground, surrendered a 40-0 
lead and Federer broke on a 
sixth break point for a 4-2 
lead. 

A ninth ace of the contest 
gave Federer the set 6-3 and a 
two sets to one lead. 

Suddenly, the life and vi¬ 
brancy seeped out of Murray. 

He felt his lower back, Vic¬ 
toria Beckham looked even 
more sombre, and the Scot 
slipped 3-2 down off a killer, 
crosscourt backhand drive. 

A 12th ace in the 10th game 
took Federer to two match 
points, the first of which was 
saved but Murray went wide 
on a forehand to hand Federer 
victory.

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King Federer back on Wimbledon throne 



LONDON (AFP) - Roger 
Federer won a record- 
equalling seventh Wimble¬ 
don title and 17th Grand 
Slam crown Sunday, shatter¬ 
ing tearful Andy Murray's 
dream of ending Britain's 76- 
year wait for an All England 
Club men's champion. 

Federer, playing in his 
eighth Wimbledon final and 
24th Grand Slam champi¬ 
onship match, won 4-6, 7-5, 
6-3, 6-4 to join Pete Sampras 
and William Renshaw as a 
seven-time champion. 

The Swiss great, who has 
also regained the world num¬ 
ber one ranking, is just the 
third man over 30 to win 
Wimbledon following Rod 
Laver in 1969 and Arthur 
Ashe in 1975. 

Murray, 25, bidding to be 
the first British man since 
Fred Perry in 1936 to win 
Wimbledon, has now lost all 
four Grand Slam finals in 
which he has appeared. 

"It equals me with Pete 
Sampras, who's my hero, so 
it feels amazing," said Fed¬ 
erer, whose last Wimbledon 
title was in 2009 and was 
without a major since the 
2010 Australian Open. 

"It feels great being back 


here as the winner. I think I 
played some of my best ten¬ 
nis in the last couple of 
matches. I couldn't be more 
happy." 

Federer, who dominated 
the final after the Centre 
Court roof was shut early in 
the third set, admitted he had 
felt the sense of occasion 
with Murray chasing down 
history. 

"Today was unique be¬ 
cause of playing Andy. Obvi¬ 
ously, being able to play or 
finish a match under the roof, 
I don't think that's ever been 
done before here for a final. I 
know the occasion and how 
big it was for Andy and my¬ 
self." 

Murray, the first British 
man to reach a Wimbledon 
final since Bunny Austin in 
1938, broke down in tears at 
the closing ceremony, deliv¬ 
ering his speech but faltering 
on numerous occasions. 

"I'm getting closer," said 
an emotional Murray, who 
had to gather himself before 
continuing. 

"I'm going to try this but it 
won't be easy. Firstly I'd like 
to congratulate Roger. I was 
asked the other day if this is 
my best chance? Roger's 30. 


He's not bad for a 30-year- 
old." 

In the opening exchanges 
of this eagerly-anticipated 
final, Murray was the 
stronger player, making the 
most of his five-year advan¬ 
tage as Federer looked fa¬ 
tigued and ragged. 

However, once the £80 
million roof was shut the mo¬ 


mentum shifted and Federer 
stormed into the ascendancy. 

With the Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge, sister Pippa Middle- 
ton, Australian great Rod 
Laver, British Prime Minister 
David Cameron and even the 
Beckhams looking on from 
the Royal Box, it was the 
Briton who started the 
stronger. 


Murray, defeated by Fed¬ 
erer in the 2008 US Open and 
2010 Australian Open finals 
without winning a set, broke 
in the first game when an un¬ 
characteristic nervy Swiss 
ballooned a drive volley and 
that break was backed up by 
a hold.

Serena win fifth Wimbledon 
title 


LONDON (AFP) - Serena Williams has warned her rivals that her emotional fifth Wimbledon 
title will act as a springboard for even greater glory as she aims to make up for the worst 
period of her life. Just two years ago Serena should have been on top of the world after win¬ 
ning Wimbledon for the fourth time, but instead the American was at her lowest ebb after a 
series of freak health problems left her battling for her life.The trouble started when she 
needed 18 stitches and then surgery after stepping on broken glass in a Munich restaurant. 
But, showing the ferocious will-power that marked her rise to prominence, Williams gradu¬ 
ally battled back to full health and capped a remarkable revival on Saturday with a 6-1, 5-7, 
6-2 victory over Poland's Agnieszka Radwanska in the Wimbledon final. Serena's 14th Grand 
Slam crown underlined her credentials as the sport's pre-eminent force and, at an age when 
many players are entering the twilight of their career, the 30-year-old has no intention of 
resting on her laurels. Serena has now equalled sister Venus's tally of five Wimbledon titles 
and the next All England Club legend in her sights is Bille Jean King, who won the tourna¬ 
ment six times, with the chance to catch German great Steffi Graf on seven titles another 
motivation.If Serena continues serving with the kind of sustained accuracy and power she 
showed at Wimbledon --the world number four eventually finished with 102 aces after hitting 
17 against Radwanska -- her dream of dominating women's tennis again could well come 
true. And if she ever has cause to doubt herself during a match, there is no question what 
memory will spur her on to greater heights.
